McGillicuddy, agent of the Red Cloud Indi- 
ans, at Pine Ridge Avency, a telegram to the 
effect that the Sioux nation threatened an 
outbreak. ‘This,’ said the commissioner, 
“isalll know about the matter. I cannot 
understand why an outbreak should 
threatened; there have been no complaints 
from that avency, and I was just going to tel- 
@grapli the agent to send at once all the infor- 
mation he has Fearing upon the reported dis- 
conteht among the Indians. Some time ago 
there Was dissatisfaction expressed because 
the point of delivery of supplies for the Pine 
Ridge azepey was changed trom the Missouri 
river to the terminusof the railroad in Nebras- 
ka nearest the ape ney, but it Was not so great 
&8 lo Warrant the slightest ground for sus pect- 
ing hostility to the government. What the 
SiouX grievances are is not definitely known 
here,” says the correspondentat Omaha, “and 
that iswhat [say to you herein Washing- 
ton,’ added Mr. Price. ‘Ll indorse the state- 
ment regarding Dr. McGillicuddy’s ability so 
dar as | know of bim; butt seems strauge, if 
Red Cloud has been sowing seeds of disc ord 
among the Sioux at the Pine Ridge agency, 
that it has not been communicated to us wr 
before this. However, this is now all specu- 
lation, but ina day or two I shall have direct 
information from the agent, aud then the de- 
partinent will K1OW what has to be done to 
avert thi dange r.’ The information received 
@t the war department trom Major Sumner 
commanding officer at the Red Cloud.agency, 
is that dissatisfaction exists amony the In- 
dians there toward Indian Agent McGillicud- 
dy, whom they have given sixty days to 
leave the agency, and stating also that trouble 
is anticipated if their wishes in thac respect 
are nut pranted, The telegram was referred 
to the interior department. This is the usual 
course in all matters relating to order and 
discipline at the Indian agencies.

The Indian re- 
education in the pra aflairs of 
he must be taught to work as well as 
read; his hand. must be educated as wella 
his head With additional labor-schools  es- 
tablished within easy communication with 
the tribe, yet not near eaough-to alluw the 
influences of savage life to counteract and 
undo the work of the scliool, we may hope to 
repeat on a large scale what Captain Pratt 
and Mr. Armstrong have 
successfully done a Carbine and 
Hampton. Labor is, and has ever been, the 
vreat civilizer of the human race, Pas when- 
ever the Indian becowes a laborer, he is not 
far from civilization and usefulness to society. 
Heretofore we have coniined cur efforts to 
the education of a few, hoping to make such 
persons teachers and exemy lars to their say- 
age brethren; but experience has demonstra- 
ted that a few well educated youths could 
not withstand the baleful influences of sav- 
age life, with which they were at once sur- 
rounded on their return to their tribe. We 
‘annot hope for the speedy civilization of the 
Indian unless we can extend our educational 
efforts so as to include the great mass of In- 
dian children, To do this now, i¢ Indians 
may be located on reservations Cassy if access, 
is only a question of ‘appropriation”’ and the 
cordial support of the administrative autho 
ities.

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M’DONALD’S KEYNOTE 


Of the Coming National Campaign as Scunded to an 

Audience of Indianapolis Democrats. 

Special Dispaich to the Cincinnati Gazette. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Angust21.—Ex-Senator 
McDonald, in a speech to-night before a very 
small audience, to the Jetferson club, sounded 
what is regarded as the keynote of the demo- 
cratic campaign. After referring to republi- 
can extravagance, the spoils system and po: 
litical assessments, he said that what the 
democrats and the people demanded and 
would insist upon was that, although a peace 
policy shall be adopted as to the revenue and 
expenditures, the present unjust system 
of tax tion levied as duties upon iniports 
shall be confined strictly to a revenue stan- 
dard; and ifinso doing .it shall be in our 
power to dispense with all other taxes than 
the internal revenue, the other system of 
taxation must be repealed, thus relieving the 
government and the tcged from the expense 
of maintaining a double system of taxation. 
He said it was not surprising that a party 
with sucha record should seek in this can- 
vass by imimaterial and false issues to draw 
public attention away from its misdeeds. 
Recounting at length the provisions of 
the various states as to the amendment of 
their constitutions he argued that in all 
of them it was required that. the 
election at which the people 
shall be called upon to vote upon a proposed 
amendment as ata general election, usually 
at that at which members of the general as- 
sembly are to be elected. Next, after the 
measure has passed through the forms of leg- 
islation, his conclusion was that, therefore, 
the constitution: ubamendments now pending 
before the people of Indiana necessarily came 
up in this campaign for settlement as politi- 
cal questions of the very highest importance 
and of the very greatest consequence. He

SHORT OF WATER. 


THE ARABS CUT THE FRESH WA- 
TER CANAL AT PORT SAID. 


Arrest of Prominent Egyptians—Niueteen Plundering | 


Greeks Arrested, of Whom Ten are Shet— 
French Opinion on the Seizure of Suez— 
The Mistakes of an Austrian Officer. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, August 23.—A dispatch from Port 
Said to Reuter's telegram company, says the 
British have captured Ruchdi Pasha, formerly 
the khedive’s minister of finance, and Zulfi- 
kar Pasha, of the khedive’s household, who 
had espoused the cause of Arabi Pasha. The 
military police have arrested nineteen Greeks 
who were pillaging in the Arab quarter in 
Ismailia. Ten of the prisaners were shot, 
The water in the fresh water canal is falling 
perceptibly at Ismailia. It is feared 
that Arabi Pasha has diverted 
its course. The canal company kas 
issued a notice requesting economy in the 
use of the water. [he Arabs have occupied 
Fort Ghemileh, and are erecting entre nch- 
ments in the vicinity. A dispatch from Is- 
mailia to Reuter’s telegram company reports 
that the Egyptians have cut the fresh water 

canal near there, but staves thatthe supply of 

water will suffice for some time. A dispatch 
to the daily News from Ismailia, dated the 
22d says: The duke of Connaught and Prince 
Teck are ashore.

STONE MOUNTAIN’S BOSS WATER- 
MELON RAISER. 


Something Abouta Successful Farmer and the Secret 
of His Success—Some Big Crops—-A Temperance 
Movement in Dougherty County — Bad 
Cotton Crops—Clements’s Reception. 


Bpecial Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Stone Mountain, August 2%.—As a genera! 
thing it is a difficult matter to send a ripple 
across the placid bosom of this quiet commu- 
nity, but just now there is visible a simmer 
of excitement and expectancy. Mr. John 
Miller, the ‘‘boss watermelon raiser,’”’ has a 
melon which will be’ ripe by. Saturday, and 
which ‘or size is expected to eclipse all his 
former productions and take the cake from 
the whole state. The melon is six weeks old, 
and has grown to an enormous size, and has 
not yet called a halt. It now weighs over 
sixty-five pounds, and it is expected 
that by the time it ripensit will weigh over 
seventy and it may go to. seventy-five. The 
melon is of the “Cuban Queen” variety, and 
is short and ‘“‘square snouldered.”’ In ap- 
pearance it resembles the rattlesnake meion 
except that it is not as “long drawn out,” 
being shorter, and longer around. The 
largest watermelon that Mr. Miller has ever 
raised heretofore was a sixty-four pounder, 
which was raised a year or two ago and 
which, when cutinto sections like a barrel. 
hoop and the. pulp removed, left a rind 
through which the body of a large man could 
easily be slipped. In fact, you correspond- 
ent saw Mr. Miller slip a section ot the 
rind over his head and body. This feat was 
eusily accomplished although Mr. Miller 
Weights in the neighborhood of 200 pounds or 
over. The next largest that he ever raised 
was a sixty-two pound melon which was 
raised in the year preceding that in which 
the sixty-four pound melon was raised, ‘his 
steady increase in the size of his brag melons, 
from sixty-two to a probable seventy-five 
pound melon, leads one to wonder where the 
end will ve. Your correspondent asked Mr. 
Miller to give him the secret of his success. 
Taking the scribe by the arm-he led him into 
the patch where the vines ran in every direc- 
tion, and the bees buzzed about 
the vellow blooms while the 
big melons looked lary, as their 
backs, streaked with green and yellowish white, 
lay upturned to the sun. The ground was 
covered with straw, and the finest melons 
were jast visible through the straw that was 
piper about them to hide them from the 

yurning rays of the Augustsun. Beside each 
of the largest melons were sticks stuck into 
the ground to show how fast the melon was 
growing and when it ahd stopped grow- 
ing—an evidence that it was ripe. As 
Mr. Miller passed through the patch he 
reached down and ‘‘pulled”’ a shabby looking 
specimen about twice the size of a man’s 
head. The newspaper man noticed also that 
there were quite a numberof the smaller 
melons lying around loose in the patch, and 
accordingly inquired the cause of such an ap- 
parently wanton destruction of melons: 

“If l yet two melons to the vine 1 am. sat- 
ished,’ replied Mr. Miller. ‘I try to make 
my vines bring me an average of two melons, 
but Il will not take even two at the sacrifice 
of their size. I pulled that melon because it 
isdwariish. It would never be anything it- 
self, but it would damage the big melon vou 
see over there near the root of the vine. I be- 
lieve in the, survival of the fittest, therefore 
the bad melons must go to the wall. You 
asked me about 

THE SECRET OF MY SUCCESS, 

There is no secret about it. The old farmers 
shake their heads and say there issome secret 
about my way of cultivating my crops, but I 
‘tell you if there is any secret it is the gecret of 
hard work and common sense. I go ihto this 
piece of ground to ‘plant my melon patch, 
and | dig the holes ten feet apart and about 
nine inches deep. Into each hole, which [ 
make about two or three feet across, I puta 
shovelful of stable manure. I then go around 
the hole with. my shovel and throw in the 
top earth, which I thoroughly mix up with 
the manure in the hole. Then I plant the 
seed, and when the vines come on I[ prune 
them and take care of them in a careful, sen- 
sible sort of way: I know when a vine needs 
pruping by its appearance, but I could not 
describe it to you to save my life. I simply 
know it, and that’s the end of it. I know 
this much, that if you prune a 
vine when it does not need it 
you injure it and if you do not prune it when 
it needs it itwili be injured. That is alll 
can teil you. Itisasecret that will have to 
be learned by actual experience and I could 
mot teach it to youin a dozen gears, un- 
less | could show you the vines when they 
needed pruning. ThenasI told you, I pull 
the sorry melons and throw them away so 
that they will not be a useless drain on the 
Vines,” 

‘Do vouship melons away?” 

‘‘T sell all my melons right here at Stone 
Mountain What is the use in shipping 
melons when I can take them down the 
street. here and sell then at frem fifty 
cents to a doilar apiece? Young 
man, let me give you & secret 
that isasecret. I can tell you how I sell my 
melons for three four times much as 
other pr ople get for theirs, People like any- 
thing that looks nice. Theretore when I pull 
my nice melons—my blooded melons, you 
may say--I pack them, stem downward, into 
my wagon bedy as long as one will go in with 
just oue layer. I pack fresh looking straw in 
the bottom and around the sides and on top, 
and when 1 drive my team into town my 
melons look fine as thev he in the wagon 
body like eggs inacase. I never let @ man 
or boy touch one of them. If aman comes 
up to buy a melon, I let him look at them 
and pick out the one that he wants, and I sell 
it to him, guaranteeing it to be ali right, and 
Ihave never yet had one brought back to 
me. 

By thetime this sensible speech on water- 
melons was concluded the two had returned 
to the house, and Mr. Miller rolled a fine 
melon out on to the “back stoop’ and cut it. 
While each man was making way with a 
hemisphere THE CONSTITUTION’s correspondent 
turned his eves to about an acre and a halfof 
fine corn with its bright green leaves rustling 
in the breeze. In almest every hill were two 
vigorous stalks, while across the road in a 
neighbor's patch the corn wore a dejected and 
spiritless air greatly in contrast with that in 
Mr. Miller's. ‘‘For seven years I have raised 
two crops on that piece of ground each sea- 
said the farmer as he dug 
into the bmght red =heart of _ the 
melon which he had in charge. ‘There 
are two acres and a little more in this patch, 
including the garden and the piece the house 
stands on—not much over an acre and a hal 
in the corn you see there. Every yearl raise 
acrop of wheat, and after itis off 1 raise a 
crop of corn, 

“Don’t i: exhaust your land?” 

‘The land gets better every year. When I 
tirst stuck a plow in that land my son said I 
was throwing away my time, But you look 
at thatcorn and tell meif‘it don’t lay over 
anything in thiscounty. I more than made 
bread for my f ‘on that acre and a half.

tnd Prospects fer Cotton—A Temperance Movement 
In Dougherty— Moral Improyements—lolities. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Anpany, Aucust 22.—In the matter of news 
items this town and vicinity has had very 
little to furnish within the past two weeks. 
A zood deal of sickness of the bilious type is 
being developed in the country around, 
though the city is comparatively free so far. 
The health of Judge L. P. D. Warren, judge 
of the Albany circuit, continues feeble, and 
his many friends are becoming seriously 
alarmed. His trip to the up country, from 
which he -orentg about two weeks ago, did 
not result in any decided improvement. The 
receipts of the new -rop of cotton at Albany 
on last Saturday amounted to fifty-one bales, 
most of which was classified as low middling, 
being partially stained and otherwise affected 
by the wet weather. Rust has ailected the 
crop very seriously on many places, and com- 
plaints of the continued wet weather are 
made onevery hand. The scarcity of fruit on 
the stalk is also noted everywhere, and the 
dropping off of the forms and bolls caused by 
the wet weather. Altogetherthe prospect of 
an abundant crop in this immediate section 
is not flattering. Very few complaints_of 
caterpillars have been ,made thus far, but 
nearly every one is anticipating the scourge. 

A very active and earnest eifort is on foot 
to enroll Dougherty among the list of prohi- 
bition counties, and it has the -support of all 
the best elements of its society. Our condi- 
tion is improving ina moral point of view. 
The city council have recently passed an or- 
dinance prohibiting barbers from opening 
their shops on Sunday, and have now under 
consideration one to prevent druggists from 
selling cigars on the Sabbath. Sunday, which 
used to be Albany’s chief drinking and spree- 
ing day, is now as quiet, outwardly, at least, 
as it isin Atlanta. 

The democratic nominating convention for 
the second district will convene in Albany on 
the 5th proximo. Its duties will be merely 
perfunctory, the renomination of Mr. Turner 
being conceded on all hands.

RAMBLES IN THE LAND OF GLIT- 
TERING GOLD. 


A Visit to the Spot Where the Ark is Supposed to 
Have Rested—The Attractions to a Georgian of 
the Places Around Dahlonega and Gaines. 
ville — Gainesville’s Gold Field. 


From the Montezuma, Ga., Weekly. 

We had the good fortune, of late, to spend 
a week in the beautiful and picturesque 
country of northeast Georgia, where the red 
man used to roam at willand the legend of 
his daring and song stili lingers. The war 
whoop of the Crecks have scarcely died away 
and the footprints of the mighty warrior are 
indelibly imprinted upon the everlasting 
rocks. The red man is gone, but tears are 
still shed ihe of the beaatiful 
Nacoochee, nnd the of Toccoa and 
Tallulgh are aa everlasting as the mighty 
hills themselves, This country has all 
the to show that it was the 


first dry land, and there is alegend among the 
primitive Indians that the ark rested there. 
Around the enchanted mountain can be seen 
the footprints of an immense raceof men and 
animals: elephants, lions, tigers, all corrob- 
orating the truth of his ancient legend. How 
beautiful, how grand, bow romantic it must 
have been to gaze upon these scenes in their 
primitive beauty in the long ago, but now 
where the beautiful mouutain streams used 
to flow unpolluted, where stood the tall ma- 
jestic peaks pointing, unspeakably but un- 
mistakably, to their great maker, and seem- 
ingly inviting to heaven itself, where the 
mighty rushing cascades used to give to the 
woods and the wild beasts alone the moanings 
of its power; where the bright plumaged 
songsters used to warble forth their plaintive 
notes. by the side of the babbling 
brooklet; where the timid fawn knew nothing 
of fear; where Toccoa and Tallulah, without 
a name, rushed on in their magnificence for 
ages; where was all peace and barmony (for 
it seems to us the. wild animals themselves 
must have learned their destructiveness from 
man), Where wasall this beauty, grandeur 
and magnificence is now the scene of greed, 
strife and ruin. The stately hills have been 
stripped of their vendure and laid low in the 
pager, unhallowed strife for gold! The pro- 
ductives soil of the valleys is now washed 
rway for gold. In the hum of the machinery 
you can hear the sound of the ‘‘gold! gold!’ 
The birds in their plaintive notes sing of gold. 
The brooks and rivuléts babble forth ‘‘gold!”’ 
Men, women and children are forever crying 
out ‘gold! gold! gold!” ‘ 
DAHLONREGA, 

Dahlonega, a beautiful and progressive lit- 
tle city nestled,among the mountains, is the 
center of the gold producing belt. Around 
this place are about thirty gold mills in suc 
cessful operation, which get about $1,000,000 
of the treasure annually. Upon every little 
water course are situated these millsand they 
pound away, never stopping with the excep- 
tion of Sunday, delving, toiling, striving for 
riches. The method of obtaining gold is very 
simple. <A vein is dug into on the mountain 
side and enough of ore to make a “run” 
dug and blasted up. Then an immense 
volume of water, in a reservoir on the top of 
the mountain, is turned loose on this ore and 
washes it with immense force down to the 
mill, hundreds of feet below. It is- then 
thrown into the mills where it is pounded as 
fine as flour, and all gold separated from in- 
ferior substances. A sluice of water is con- 
tinually bearing the pounded earth over a 
copper plate upon which quicksilver has been 
rubbed. The mercury has an aftinity for the 
gold and takes up every dust of it, allowing 
the dust and gravel to pass away. On Satur- 
day evenings these copper plates are scraped 
off, the mercury is placed in a retort and 
burnt off, leaving the pure, yellow gold, al- 
ways hundreds and often thousands of dol- 
lars worth. Fortunes are often made here in 
aday. The whwle surface of the earth is cov- 
ered with gold and it can be obtained any- 
where. We have seen small boys pick up 
several dollars worth in the streets of Dah- 
lonega after a rain. It is claimed 
by those who ought to know that 
the = gold around there is inex- 
haustible and that when ages shaH have 
passed away it will still be there in plenty. 
Dahlonega and the surrounding country is 
one of the finest summer resorts in the 
world. Itis overthree thousand feet above 
the level of the sea, the atmosphere is pure 
and exhilarating, the climate relieved of our 
extreme summer heat and the water as pure 
as God ever made. Mineral waters abound 
and a great many almost miraculous cures 
have h» am: ff cted by its use. One ef the 
finest educational institutions in the state is 
situated here, and those’ having sons or 
daughters to educate could do no better than 
send them there. No tuition atallis to be 
paid, and board, clothing and books is all the 
expense to be accounted for. Churches are 
abundant and moral influences never better. 
Dahlonega is indeed an inland town, but it 
will soon be provided with railroad facilities 
and then its people look for a boom. Track 
laying was commenced on the road a few 
months ago and ina few months will be com- 
pleted.

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THE ILLINOIS HORROR. 


Later Developmentain the tripple Murder—Suapected 
Parties Arrested. 

Mount Pucaskt, Ill, August 25 
McMahon, the tarmer who, with his hired 
men, fell a victim to the assassin near here, 
is owner of a splendid farm, where he lived 
ina quiet, retired’ way, as became aman of 
forty, and had accumulated a large fortune. 
Hie was a bachelor and did his own 
keeping, John Carlock, aged eighteen, and 
bob Matheney, aged twenty, being the 
only others about the place. Both were 
quiet, industrious and, like McMahon, 
much csteemed, They were seen On 
Thursday, last. week, stacking wheat. The 
neighbors observing their absence, searched 
forthem Saturday and Sunday, and finally 
found all three. bodies, 
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festering and-offen- 
sively odorous, in the rank weeds about the 
house. MeMahon’s throat was cut from ear 
to eur, and his head almost severed from the 
body, the gash extending clear down to the 
spinal column. ‘There was no shape to the 
battered , about which a cloth had been 
tied. The bodies of Carlock and Matheny 
were covered with clotted gure. Their throats 
were cutas their master’s -had been. Their 
limbs were bound securely with twine taken 
from the reaping machine, They Were 
gagged and blindfolded with cloths. Every 
thing pointed to the most tiendish deter- 
mination and deliberate purpose. The house 
was ransacked and $2,000 in money taken 
and household goods broken. The 
coroner's jury decided the murder was com- 
mitted by unknown persons, but the whole 
country is ablaze and alert. Lynch law wi!! 
be inevitable if the murderers car be secured. 
Suspicion rests on a man who worked for the 
facmer, some months ago, and who was seen 
on the farm Thursday. Footprints as of two 
men walking in single file were discovered 
and followed two miles across 
lots until the trail was lost 
in the main road. There are no other 
elues. The assassin had watered and fed the 
horses and taken other precautions to prevent 
discovery of the crime. They were novices 
in the dreadful work. Jakie, who is suspect- 
ed, is a tramping farm hand, and quar- 
reled with McMahon abou a year 
azo.’’ Oneof the probable murderers of Mc- 
Mahon has been arrested. He is a discharged 
hand, named John Rush. He was taken in 
charge at Latham last night.
